BKTTER BREEDERS— 


BETTER RESt'LTS 
(By H. M. Lackie, 
Iowa State Agricultural College.) 
Whether or not 
better 
poultry 
is 
raised next season will depend primar 
ily upon the kind of stock trat is usec 
for breeding:. Every baby chick is en- 
titled to be "well born" and unless its 
parents are strong, vigorous, hardy and 
highly resistant to disease, a relative- 
ly "poor hatch" of 
weak 
and 
puny 
Thicks is sure to result. 
One of the 
most frequent causes of poor success in 
incubation and a high death late in 
brooding is low vitality in breeders. 
Chicks 
hatched 
from 
poor 
breed- 
ing stock 
gro^v 
slowly, 
lack 
ener- 
gy to range widely, mature late, and do 
not reach the size of good birds. 
The 
pullets fail to lay during the winter and 
generally do not produce enough to 
pay for "their feed. 
If the farm flock 
is to be improved only such fowl as 
show size, vigor and 
egg producing 
qualities desiied should 
be 
used as 
breeders. 
Twenty-five good females confined in 
a roomy pen with a couple of good 
males will turnish eggs for incubation 
which will produce the kind of chicks 
that will live, if they get half a chance, 
and grow out into big fellows worth a 
good round sum on the market. The 
pullets from such a mating will mature 
rapidly and be in a condition to pro- 
duce eggs when the temperature is low 
and the price is high. 
In selecting birds for a. breeding pen 
strength and vigor are of the first im- 
portance. 
This applies to both males 
and females and the following char- 
acteristics may be relied upon as indi- 
cating whether or not the bird is fit 
to use: 
Weak Birds. 
Head—Long, narrow, shallow. 
Beak—Long, straight, sharp. 
Eyes—Dull and sunken. 
Comb—Undeveloped, pale. 
Back—Narrow. 
Breast—Sloping1, sharp. 
Legs—Long, bone fine. 
Toes—Long, toenails sharp. 
Feathers—Rough, dull. 
Activitv—Listless, dull. 
Health—Evidence of disease. 
Strone Birds. 
Head—Short, deep, wide. 
Beak—Short, well curved, blunt. 
Eyes—Bright, prominent. 
Comb—Bright, good size. 
Back—Wide across. 
Breast—Full, well rounded. 
Legs—Sturdy, strong. 
Toes—Stout, toenails blunt. 
Feathers—Well preened. 
Activity—Active, good hustler. 
Health—Healthy and strong. 
If flocks were rigidly culled out and 
weak fowls eliminated they would not 
have an opportunity to 
reproduce 
themselves and stamp their weakness- 
es upon the flock next year. A poor 
male can do more harm in a. flock in 
one year than can be remedied in five, 
and "it is much better Co secure from a 
good breeder two good males to place 
m a breeding pen with the best females 
than to buy ten or fifteen poor ones at 
little above market price. Put 
the 
money into a few standard-bred fowls 
of better quality and mate them with 
the best hens and the results will speak 
for themselves. 
Those who have tried 
the breeding pen once seldom go back 
to the old svstem of flock selection of 
hatching eggs- 
Better 
eggs, 
better 
hatches, chicks 
easier to raise 
ana 
much better quality of stock when ma- 
ture are the results 
which follow a 
practice of this sort.

The idea of propulsion stimulated to 


activity the Inventive genius of uiuu'a 
fiiitid, uud we find him developing vari- 
ous modes of land conveyances. The 
camel was drafted Into service with 
the elephant, the horse and other unl 
mills. Then came the sledge, the first 
of nature's own - construction, simply 
u forked tree llinb. 


This gradually .developed into a more 


perfect mode of conveyance, being 
mounted on rollers or lugs, and here 
began the development of the axle and 
the wheel. The most primitive form 
of wheel was-the simple roller made 
from a tree trunk, afterward differen- 
tiated into a pair of fixed wheels by 
trimming down the middle portion of 
the cylinder in such a manner as to 
leave the center of the trunk aa a 
rotating axle. 


The next step was the substitution 


of two shorter sections of tree trunks 
attached to a rotating axle; flat, round 
cylinders of stone doubtless were used 
as well, and later a considerable ad- 
vancement was marked by the substi- 
tution of the fixed axle on Avhich the 
cylinders rotated. 


The cart wheel similar to that which 


may today be, seen;hi the remote-dis-I 
trlcts of Mexico, is doubtless the next 
noteworthy advance, and from, these; 
arimitive steps we find Aristotle and 
other Greek philosophers interesting 
Jiemselvet in these-important advance- 
ments and earnestly agitating the 
minds of the mechanics of that period, 
in the effort to stimulate even greater; 
improvements.

The avicnla shell 
Is usually less thaatsix centimeters in 
diameter, and I havetnever seen a pearl 
produced by this shdl that was larger 
than a No. 6 shot The big, perfectly, 
round yellow pearls* ottered for'sale 
are usually frauds.
